emy. In both cases Kouropatkin dis- 
covered later that the Japanese troops 
had gained positions on his flanks 
that compelled him to abandon his po- 
sitions without a .battle. 


The Impression prevalent in some 


military circles is that the .Japanese 
will now .turn their attention to Vlad- 
ivostok. The reported, withdrawal of

tance o£ thirty-five miles south con- 
firms this impression. It is realized, 
of course, that this may be merely a 
blind.to cover flanking operations; but 
It is not improbable that the Japa- 
nese, having cleared southern Man- 
churia of Russian troops and secured 
a position whence expulsion would be 
a long and difficult process, may bo 
satisfied to hold the Tie pass line 
without further extension^of communi- 
cation.

TFte conue hesitated an instant, be- 
cause the seigniory to which she was 
summoned lay some ten leagues up 
the river, farther oft than any previous 
call had been.
